Georgetown, Ky;, Jan. 4. — The 
jury in the case of Caleb Powers, 
accused of complicity in the murder 
of Gov. Goebel, was discharged this 
morning the jurors having declared 
that there was no chance for them to 
reach an agreement. 

Court was adjourned till 1 JO 

o clock when the defense's motion 
for bail was taken up. The jury 
stood ten for acquittal and two for 
conviction. J. L. Price, the fore 
mao, aud J. W Henaker, the Har- 
rison county juror, held out for con 
viction. Powers was showered with 

congratulations. He said he would 
make a statement later, adding, “I 
am pleased. 

There came near being an acquit- 
tal this morning. Mr. Henaker 

made the proposition to Mr. Price 

to vote for acquittal. Price held 
out, although ill, and Henaker said 
he would vote with him. Price is a 
general merchant at Sherman, Grant 
county. 

C. J. Marshall first voted for con- 
viction. 

The jurors were greatly wrought 
up, there being much ill feeling, 
and two, shaking Powers by the 
hand, actually wept. There was no 
money in the jury fund with which 
to pay the jury. 

Price was the last man choacu on 
the jury, and had the defendant s 
attorney* exercised their remaining 

peremptory challenge on him they 
might have secured an acquittal. 
Jury Linder reported to the court 
that he did not think that the fore- 
man was iu condition to conduct the 
business of the jury, and expressed 
the opinion that if giveu more time 
there might be a verdict. This was 
before the final report of a disagree 
meat. 

\\ hen court was adjourned Price 
and Henaker walked over and shook 
band* with Attorney Franklin and 
Arthur Gcobel. Attorney Franklin 
wore an expression of surprise, and 
it wa* some sreouds before Mr. Geobel 
took his eyes oil the jury. Powers 
| jumped to hi- feet and the jurors that 
had voted ft r him crowded about 
-baking him by the baud. 

Juror Jouet -aid “I have always 
| voted the Democratic ticket, 1 vot- 
ed for Goebel. I have a large pic- 
tun ot William Goebel in mv home, 
bm I could uot convict t'aleb Powers 
on ibi- evidence. 

The court room was crowded ibis 
afternoon when court couvcncd to 
lo ar argument for bail. 

Samuel M. \\ ilson, ot Lcxiogtou, 
argued the motion for bail for Pow- 
ers. He referred to the granting to 
the Hargis brothers and Ed. Calla- 
han in the Fayette Circuit Court 
where the same quostion was thor- 
oughly gone over aua the court held 
that bail should be granted. Judge 
Morris directed the argument of the 
attorneys to the word evident where 
the law says the proof must be evi- 
dent or the presumption great.

l or this reason people of to-day mav not give sufficient weight to the 
fact that all this is changed. These men were honest so far as that code 
wnt. Hut we have set up a different and a higher code. The business 
tactics that were permitted then ar«- looked upon as unethical to-day. We 
have advanced, and, advancing, have changed our attitude toward life. 

This fact, true of business, is even more applicable to the personal 
habit- and morals of public men. Their weakne-scs. irregularities, and 
sometimes a po-itive immorality were condoned in the early history of 
tin* country. Such excuses would not lie permitted for an instant to-day. 
Scandals even reached so high in the scale of official life that one of 
them led to un i n>| teach ment of a iii«*ihImt of the cabinet. Cun you imag- 
ine Sc, rotary Taft, for example, on trial for selling a post tradership? 
Can you imagine President HoosevH with the jK-r-onal habits of some 
of tin* earlier statesmen? N*o, such men would be intolerable in public 
life to-day. Ours are higher standards : we have a more exacting code of 
pub. io ethics.
